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[Music] yes news coverage of campaign 84 election night continues and now from CBS News election 
headquarters in New York here again is Dan Rather good evening everyone ken Ronald Reagan make it a 
50-state sweep if he is reelected what does he bring in the power in the Congress particularly got a working 
majority in the house that he needs and wants to get his program off to an early start in the second term right 
now the Ronald Reagan bandwagon appears to be rolling rolling it's moving like a fast freight already picking 
up players from the old New Deal coalition in the South in this half-hour we should begin to get some 
indications of Ronald Reagan's snatching another section of the Democrats old coalition ban blue-collar 
voters from the Midwest until now this is the way the nation looked in terms of electoral votes Ronald Reagan 
with 94 carrying all those states in red Walter Mondale with zero now it's just past 7:30 p.m. in the east and 
most all the polls have just closed in three more states with a total of 42 electoral votes and so the electoral 
vote total is growing and of those three states that are just reported in with 42 electoral votes Ronald Reagan 
has carried all three of them Walter Mondale zero zip none nerrit and here's the way these electoral votes 
are growing from in Ohio the Buckeye State a Midwestern state with high unemployment a must-do State for 
Walter Mondale he and his staff acknowledged at 23 big electoral votes zero for Mondale there Ronald 
Reagan carries Ohio North Carolina the Tar Heel State with 13 electoral votes Ronald Reagan mows down 
Walter Mondale in North Carolina and in West Virginia the 
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Carolina and in West Virginia the mountain State with six electoral votes that last election went for Jimmy 
Carter Ronald Reagan wins in West Virginia every state where there's been a decision thus far Ronald 
Reagan has won now on the electoral boat total Ronald Reagan is moving right along in terms of the ballots 
in and counted this is how it looks also moving along 136 electoral votes for Ronald Reagan now carrying all 
those states in red remember it takes 270 electoral votes to win Ronald Reagan already his nail down 100 
thirty-six electoral votes walter mondale none in terms of the national boat with ballots actually in 
encountered this is the way it looks at this early hour two percent of the vote in Reagan leads Mondale sixty 
three to thirty-seven percent now a note if | may please the polls remain open in wide sections of this big 
great continental country of ours if you haven't voted your vote does count your vote does matter because 
even even the final Reagan is going to be reelected the question and idea is does he or does he not get the 
kind of overwhelming sort of blank check mandate that he has been wanting for his second term or does he 
not now if you're in one of those areas where the polls are still open and you haven't voted remember that's 
at stake and the presidential race itself has not yet been decided now Bruce Morton we're beginning to move 
in and get returns from the Midwest Ohio big unemployment state West Virginia big unemployment state 
Ronald Reagan has already rated the old Democratic coalition in the south doesn't this indicate that he's 
beginning to rate it in the blue-collar ethnic back shop Ward's of Ohio and West Virginia sure does Dan the 


the elements of the old Franklin Roosevelt coalition are just coming apart here this is a trend you could argue 
that started some years ago but it's cresting here tonight we talked earlier about the South's going 
Republican the white voters making the difference there what we're seeing in this half-hour | think is the 
union vote shredding away Ohio and West Virginia are both heavily unionized States Ronald Reagan has 
done very well he gots 
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Reagan has done very well he gots according to our CBS News exit poll 47% of the Union vote in Ohio that's 
up from his very good showing in the low 40s four years ago well | just take a look at our exit poll for West 
Virginia how a number of groups voted that's a you know a really gritty Democratic state two guys with coal 
dust in their hands for generations Ronald Reagan carried men Ronald Reagan carried women no no 
serious gender gap in West Virginia he got 27 percent of the Democrats so Mondale of course got a majority 
the Democrats but still that's an extraordinary showing independence by about 3 to 1 and in a state where up 
over a third of the households are Union households Ronald Reagan is running very close he Walter 
Mondale just about even mr. Reagan with 46% of the Union households in West Virginia one other note 
about these two states are one of the questions we were asking as we came down to this is a will Gerry 
Ferraro make a difference in Ohio she made a difference people who said the vice presidency was important 
were for George Bush by about six to four and in West Virginia the same thing it wasn't a big issue in either 
state but those people who said it mattered said it mattered on the Republican side Bruce the the south win 
is is looking big for Ronald Reagan too early to say that he's gonna win the Midwest when big would certainly 
indications here are that that that he may we have two huge Senate races at stake in Ohio and in West 
Virginian Bob Schieffer uh not in Ohio should have said that in North Carolina in West Virginia we don't have 
enough to report on the Helms hunt race but some have called this the the race of the century in North 
Carolina and in West Virginia with Ronald Reagan carrying West Virginia this opens up the possibility at least 
the possibility that the favored Democrat in west virginia jay rockefeller could have some trouble with 
republican john ray see in that state well that race the right now ban is too close to call and i think we're 
gonna have a long night in the senate because we also have a race too close to call 
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we also have a race too close to call down in kentucky that is the Huddleston versus Mitch McConnell and in 
North Carolina the one we all thought would be close it is too close to call at this point well we will be 
catching up on those Senate races as we go through this hour right now let's talk about the fact that 
throughout this long campaign two of our most experienced and talented correspondents bill Plante and 
Susan Spencer have been covering the two main camps the President Reagan and former Vice President 
Walter Mondale camps bill Plante at the moment is in Los Angeles bill no doubt President Reagan and his 
whole team are beginning to watch these returns with Anaya to see whether this is a personal victory for 
President Reagan or whether it's a personal and policy and ideological victory for him well then you know 
even Ronald Reagan's oldest friends and advisers believe that he doesn't have any political coattails that 
he's a political phenomenon unto himself and that people vote for him because they like him or because they 
don't like his opponent you know that's one reason that the political prose on the Reagan campaign have 
been playing down for us the Specht a tional just how well that they'll do in the House of Representatives 
they've been saying 12 to 15 seats and it was only after mr. Reagan recovered from that stumble in the first 
debate that he began actively trying to spread his coattails to campaign for other Republicans you know it 
may work but basically they think it's a matter of personality that Ronald Reagan isn't seen as a politician and 
that they think is his magic Dan a bill | the the president is people talk just the last few days of possibly 
getting a 50-state sweep right now in the electoral votes that have been decided on the basis of our CBS 
News estimate count that possibility is alive and well do they think that there's a real live viable working 
chance that he could sweep 50 states they do they hope to get 47 and a worst-case analysis as of yesterday 
morning and they believe that they could get 50 and as we said earlier dan they're already planning to call 
this a mandate based on the size of the popular vote and the number of states that they sweep and they're 
already making plans about what to do with that 
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making plans about what to do with that mandate when they get it built very quickly what more than any 
other thing that the Reagan people think made him do so well among those ethnic blue-collar workers in 
places such as Ohio and even West Virginia then one thing and one thing only Walter Mondale know we've 
been coming back to you later on in the evening Bob Schieffer one indication of the size of this Reagan 
victory if Reagan victory indeed it is to be maybe those tight Senate races and whether the Democrats elect 
the people they thought they weren't elect in those Senate races well Howard Baker told me the other day 
that he thought the Republicans had a real chance and that race down in Kentucky the one we were talking 
about if Ronald Reagan did well in Kentucky they thought they had a chance with Mitch McConnell who is 
the county judge there in Louisville to knock off D Huddleston who's the Democratic incumbent | would 
assume that Ronald Reagan is doing well there because as we're saying just a minute ago that race is now 
seen as too close to call the race down in West Virginia don't forget that Ronald Reagan a Reagan went to 
West Virginia a couple of weeks ago the Republicans have been saying all along that if you had to pick a 
place where you had a chance for an upset they thought that would be hit they they said look take odds if 
you want to bet on our candidate but this might happen even though mr. Rockefeller spent 7 million dollars of 
his own money and bill would have interrupt your flow there but you want to stop and say 7 million dollars at 
least that john d rockefeller the 4th Jay Rockefeller the governor West Virginia spent trying to become the 
senator in West Virginia it looks like he's locked in a very very tight race how much does that work out per 
vote all about | would think around well it must be more than ten dollars a voter but he is Richard rockefeller 
there's certainly a race we want to watch right now let's tee up a couple of these Senate races right now you 
got two Senate races that anybody who knows very much about politics in this country really will be watching 
in North Carolina incumbent Republican senator 
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Carolina incumbent Republican senator Jesse Helms and who stands is perhaps the brightest symbol of the 
new national right trying to beat back the challenge of the Democratic governor Jim Hunt that's in North 
Carolina and in West Virginia for the retiring the seat of the retiring Democrat Jennings Randolph governor 
jay rockefeller who thought he had it wrapped up in one is locked in a tight duel with John ray see what's 
called in West Virginia an ordinary millionaire mr. racy coming from newspapers televisions and in steel 
industry that's a race we'll be watching those two Senate races as much as anything else tonight may 
determine whether Ronald Reagan if he's re-elected as it appears he may be that if Ronald Reagan's re- 
elected it may determine whether Ronald Reagan has the kind of ideological situation in the Senate he'd like 
to have to say nothing of a house which will be talking about a little bit later on right now we want to go to out 
to Minnesota and Susan Spencer a correspondent who's been covering their Mondale campaign Susan it 
doesn't look good to see them say the least Walter Mondale has fought a hard clastic campaign but | have to 
believe all right now he's saying some version of gather close around the fire boys is getting cold out there 
and in fact right now that he is meeting with his staff he's having dinner with his staff they have prepared an 
enormous scrapbook for him featuring all the favorable editorials that ran in the last few weeks it's a period of 
nostalgia people are walking around here not all of them are very dry I'd this this is sort of a double slap in 
the face in a way because he had said in interviews done when it became obvious that he was going to have 
a very hard time winning that what he hoped his candidacy was doing was warning the public against the 
dangers of what he saw the influence of the right wing of the Republican Party and if in fact things go as they 
appear that warning would have appeared to be unheeded Susan of Walter Mondale go into today feeling 
confident that he would at least carry Minnesota his home state | don't think 





Minnesota his home state | don't think so Dan they haven't talked about polls with us for a good two weeks 
it's all been an emphasis on they're just feelings they had about the crowds very subjective things his 
instincts as a politician nobody has claimed that he was going to win anything specific at all Thank You 
Susan let's take a quick look at how some of the gubernatorial races are going you will remember that in 


addition to the red-hot Senate races up and the whole question of what the makeup of the next house 
representatives is going to be that number of Senate seats remember of gubernatorial places were up for 
grabs today let's look over some of those but before we do that | want to say to you that as of this moment 
Walter Mondale has carried not a single state of Ronald Reagan is off to a very strong start in the race for 
the 270 electoral votes as you can see with the map it's Reagan with 136 electoral votes nail down thus far 
all the states in red have been carried by Ronald Reagan Walter Mondale has zero nothing on the map 
colored blue for Walter Mondale as yet now within the races for those governorships let's take a look in North 
Carolina State carried by Ronald Reagan this is a case of Reagan coattails perhaps bringing in a Republican 
governor with him a six-term incumbent to former Davidson College professor representative James Martin 
had been the underdog for a long time to democratic attorney general Rufus Edmisten the former Watergate 
aide to Sam Ervin it's Martin the winter in North Carolina the Republicans picking up a Statehouse in North 
Carolina this is for the seat of a retiring governor Jim Hunt who's making that Senate race against Jesse 
Helms in New Hampshire governor John Sununu the Republican first term incumbent has on the basis of our 
CBS News exit poll this is our interviews with voters who had actually voted today Sununu is reelected in 
new hampshire beating back the challenge of the House Minority Leader and delicatessen owner Chris 
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Leader and delicatessen owner Chris Spiro so the Republicans hold onto their seat in New Hampshire in 
Indiana has expected first term incumbent Governor Robert Orr has beaten the state senator in Blackford 
County farmer Wayne Townsend in Indiana so thus far in the races for the governorship of one pickup for the 
Republicans in North Carolina where James Martin has won there in the race for the electoral votes in the 
presidential race 270 electoral votes needed to win as of now CBS News believes it Ronald Reagan his nail 
down at least 136 electoral votes Walter Mondale has none so it remains an open question as to whether 
this can be a 50 state sweep for Ronald Reagan in terms of the votes actually in encounted three percent 
percent of the precincts nationwide in ballots actually tabulated Reagan leads Mondale about 63 percent to 
37 percent our CBS news coverage of who the next president is going to be can ronald reagan sweep 50 
states and if so what kind of congress is you have to work with our coverage of that continues after these 
messages [Music] back at our CBS news election headquarters in New York to give you some benchmarks 
to go with that two presidents in this half century Franklin Roosevelt got 523 electoral votes Richard Nixon 
got 520 electoral votes now those are considered way beyond in a landslide proportion Lyndon Johnson 
wound up getting 61% plus of the national vote he went over 61% for president since 1920 and only four 
have gone over 60% of the national vote now there's a long way to go tonight Ronald Reagan may not even 
win reelection he hasn't done so yet but give yourself some benchmarks you may want to keep in mind that 
with 270 electoral votes needed to win the breakaway all-time champs for this half century have been FDR 
and Richard Nixon now with us in our studio in New York 
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now with us in our studio in New York tonight CBS News election headquarters Diane Sawyer Diane good 
evening to you good evening Dan we look forward to talking to you as the evening goes along right now the 
thought occurs is the four-year election process is one way to look at ourselves it kind of takes a snapshot of 
this nation at large and talk with a summit if you will about what the results so far tell us about ourselves well 
| will Dan and about what we're going to be looking for throughout the evening as we examine the snapshot 
and give all of you who have voted at home a chance to find yourself in the picture to see how much America 
has changed and to see Wyatt change to see the reasons that people voted the way they did we're going to 
learn which groups in America tend to stick together and which groups tend to break apart when they vote 
and with apologies to ghostbusters we think we're going to be in the business of doing a little cliche busting

finally if some of the old 
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too and finally if some of the old voting blocs seem to be disintegrating or at least shattering a little bit is it 
possible that there are other interest groups that are starting to reform and some surprises there for instance 
we're going to tell you more about a new voting block the block you may not have even thought of as a 
voting block before Dan one of our phrase making colleagues said that the 1984 election may be the 
Revenge of the white male and we'll tell you why later well be very interested to see when you put that 
analysis together the early indication the South is gone big for Ronald Reagan and that would indicate that 
the hypothesis that this may turn out to be and | don't like the phrase | must say the revenge of the white 
male politically and pragmatically it may turn out to be that like the Ghostbuster play you know the the 
Reagan people tried to do that during the campaign calling some of the younger campaign people the fritz 
Buster's that's right and even that outfits to support it we'll be talking to you as it goes along the the south is 
one key to the election returns thus far and the very large electoral vote lead that Ronald Reagan has 
jumped off to you can see from the map that many of the 136 electoral votes for Ronald Reagan come from 
those southern states Florida with 21 big electoral votes has gone to Ronald Reagan not a single state has 
gone to Walter Mondale and Ronald Reagan this is the story of this half-hour has carried the states on the 
basis of our CBS News interviews with the voters who left the polls Ronald Reagan has carried oh hi oh and 
West Virginia too big unemployment states in addition to those states down in the deep south and so the 
questions and they abound there's going to be a very interesting election night in the sense that whether

reelected president the question remains how big a month mandate is he likely to get welcome back to our 
election coverage the polls have just closed in 16 states with a total of 195 electoral votes in these states 
alone on the basis of the results of those states and on interviews with voters as they left the polling places 
CBS News Now estimates that Ronald Reagan has been reelected president of our United States until this 
hour it takes 270 electoral votes to win Ronald Reagan already has as you saw on that we estimate about 
280 now up until this hour President Reagan all the states in red that you see here 136 electoral votes this is 
that before we started counting these new votes in from the Midwest and from the south this is how it looked 
before the polls close in many states at this hour now after the polls closed in the States at 8 o'clock the 
electoral count began to grow and of the states reporting this hour of the 16 more States Ronald Reagan has 
won 12 of these new states putting his electoral vote total over the top with 280 Walter Mondale's this hour 
won one the District of Columbia Mondale has yet to win the state but as expected we 
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yet to win the state but as expected we estimate that he has carried the District of Columbia which gives 
Mondale three electoral votes this is the way the map looks now virtually all read Ronald Reagan 280 
electoral votes at least we estimate he has now Walter Mondale gets three in the District of Columbia it's still 
alive and working the District of Columbia blinking up there in the right-hand corner of your screen since the 
district is so small we have to put it on a little blink there so you can see it Ronald Reagan still a chance has 
a chance for henna and historic 50-state sweet let's look where the his new electoral boats come from it will 
first of all in New Jersey the Garden State with 16 electoral votes where Geraldine Ferraro it had been hoped 
by Walter Mondale might might make a difference not so Ronald Reagan carries New Jersey in Illinois the 
Prairie State with 24 big electoral votes Ronald Reagan has buried Walter Mondale in Illinois in Michigan the 
Wolverine state with 20 electoral votes on the basis of our interviews with voters as they left the polls our 
CBS News exit poll indicates Ronald Reagan is also carried Michigan in Texas 29 electoral votes in Texas 
one of the mega Elektro states of the south and southwest Ronald Reagan rolls on to victory in Texas as well 
in Connecticut the Nutmeg State with eight electoral votes it goes to Ronald Reagan as does the state of 
Maine Maine with four electoral votes is carried by Ronald Reagan as expected Delaware a state that has 
voted with the winner in the last eight straight electoral presidential elections only three electoral votes in the 
first state Delaware also dropped into the Reagan column Tennessee the Volunteer State 11 electoral votes 
Ronald Reagan roads over Walter Mondale in Tennessee as well Oklahoma the sooner state eight electoral 
votes there Ronald Reagan is beaten Walter Mondale in Oklahoma as well Kansas the sunflower state and 
one of the most Republican states in the Union Ronald Reagan wins it's seven electoral votes Missouri the 
show-me-state a border 
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Missouri the show-me-state a border state where Walter Mondale thought he might just might have a chance 
11 electoral votes at stake Ronald Reagan wins those 11 electoral votes North Dakota the Sioux State three 
electoral votes Ronald Reagan as expected wins it and in the District of Columbia which was expected 
widely expected to go for Walker Mondale it has gone for Mondale and so Mondale gets on the board with 
three electoral votes from the District of Columbia this is the way the map looks now southern states 
Midwestern states are now moving on out into the the Midwest even the Upper Midwest now every state that 


has reported thus far has gone to Ronald Reagan only the District of Columbia with its three electoral votes 
have gone to Mondale Reagan we estimate now has at least 280 electoral votes remember it takes 270 
electoral votes to win Walter Mondale has three in terms of the national vote actual votes in and tabulated 
three percent of the precincts reporting Reagan leads Mondale 62% to 38% the Reagan tally is 1 million 
seven hundred and thirty thousand votes Mondale with just over a million votes but remember we're 538 
electoral votes and then the Electoral College is where it counts Reagan is over the top with 280 of those 
electoral votes we estimate that Bruce Morton not a surprising result but how did the president fashioned this 
victory well not surprising then maybe a little bigger than people thought because you could make the 
argument all he really needed to do was win Delaware Delaware is never wrong it's always with the winner 
and Ed Rollins the manager of the reagan-bush campaign said at one point listen we just go and spread a 
couple of million dollars around Delaware there's no way we can lose this thing seriously it's kind of like turn 
that around a little and talk about what Walter Mondale tried to do mr. Reagan ran on peace and prosperity 
and that's usually a winner this is clearly a landslide we don't yet quite know its geographic limits but it'll be 
astonishing if the West turns around that's been bedrock Republican territory for some elections past now 
but we might take a look based 
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past now but we might take a look based on our CBS News New York Times exit poll at some of the groups 
a water Mondale thought he might be able to get to come his way first young people in fact today according 
to our poll young people voted for the Reagan Bush ticket the Democrat said hope that says youth has in the

Mondale tried to make those issues but those people 
went today for Ronald Reagan Farmer is another group that once upon a time and Franklin Roosevelt's day 
used to vote pretty solidly Democratic they today were for up for the Reagan Bush ticket women SiC transit 
gloria gender | suppose women voted Republican today and Italian Americans it was thought that if 
Geraldine Ferraro were a help anywhere she would be a help with Catholics and Italian Americans that didn't 
work either as far as issues are concerned mr. Mondale spent a lot of his time talking about the deficit and 
the need to raise taxes to bring it down voters today said they didn't want to raise taxes to bring it down they 
were on mr. Reagan's side of that argument and they also gave him credit as a strong leader so you can 
argue dan that the Mondale campaign tried to do two or three particular things they thought they'd get credit 
for boldness by coming out in favor of raising taxes that backfired they thought that picking a woman for vice- 
president a truly bold stroke might help them it apparently didn't they pinned a lot of faith on the debates and 
people in our poll today just said the debates didn't make very much difference with them one way or the 
other so the Mindil campaign took some Gamble's and lost lost all of them except the District of Columbia 
from the states reporting thus far which reminds me Bruce and | know that you and | were just talking about

be able to pull in a an ideological majority in the House of Representatives now that's where those states

is not over but the fact of the matter is there are several key reasons why Ronald Reagan pool it seems to be 
is pulling at all first of all of course is prosperity | stopped at Toni's deli this morning across the street to get a 
sandwich and Tony said in there where we're going 100 percent for Ronald Reagan in this deli and | said 
why Tony and he said three years of prosperity there's a young Italian fellow we ran into who who put it who 
put it this way he said you know fine | play it weddings and five years ago people couldn't afford to have me if 
| went they didn't feed us now we have more bookings than we can manage and they feed us at all these 
weddings you know the economy has registered a healthy recovery unemployment is down appreciably and 
inflation is down considerably | think most people just don't remember how five years ago so many people 
were frightened to death of inflation Ronald Reagan believed inflation was the worst enemy and he waited 
that great risk for the recession 
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waited that great risk for the recession to cure if people have more money to spend prosperity is one reason 
he kept his promises you know in 1980 he said he would cut taxes he would cut social spending he would 
increase defense spending and he delivered part of his strength has come from the fact that he got through 
Congress the most important items in his legislative program when he said he would very early on soon after 
somebody had said of Jimmy Carter man he couldn't get the Pledge of Allegiance through Congress and 
much of Ronald Reagan strengthened the public perception comes because he delivered on his promises 
people were ready for this you know 1964 people voted for peace and got war 1968 they voted for law and 
order and got a game that tried to steal the Constitution 1976 they voted for competence and got disarray 
and malaise in the White House they wanted a president who delivered on his promises and and Jimmy 
Carter did he means Ronald Reagan they brought Ronald Reagan that Jimmy Carter didn't performance he's 
given a good performance in the White House in the service of his convictions and one thing you can't say 
about Reagan is he doesn't he has you can't say that he has convictions and he stays with them you know 
no one is saying today as they did four years ago that it's impossible to govern this country or at least it's 
impossible to be president there's a professor down at Penn State named Robert Murray who says that 
Ronald Reagan has done something democracy needs doing he strengthened the leadership role of the 
White House at a time when so many forces are working to pull us together he has been a leader in the 
White House that's feeling his philosophy you know then we are in a period in which people are more 
concerned with private interests and the commercial interest than they have been in a long time at the end of 
the New Deal era some people are saying and and and there is a mood in the country that Ronald Reagan 
spent you know in midlife he chose a set of conservative principles and he stuck with them he's been one of 
the most consistent men in American public life and today he's riding the tide which he may have helped to 
create of a conservative mood in the country there's also his personality | think you saw it when he got up 
and being shot cracked a joke and then a speedily recovered and went back to the 





speedily recovered and went back to the White House psychology he keeps saying will lift America up 
Eisenhower said morale is the single greatest factor in winning a war that's true in politics too Ronald 
Reagan's been campaigning on an economic and spiritual revival he projects what he considers an 
affirmative moral vision that's what Democrats used to do all of these factors add up to a man an enormously 
successful politician and Bill he's understood the use of symbols you talked about morale you talked about 
making the country feel good about itself it's much more than that his policies if counted for plenty he's 
keeping his promises but any leader particularly a leader in a big continental country such as this one has to 
understand the use of symbols and symbolism and Ronald Reagan has understood that very strong 
empowerment Rob Abraham Lincoln said public opinion is everything with public sentiment nothing can fail 
without it nothing can succeed consequently he who mows public opinion goes deeper than he who enact 
statutes and pronounces decisions now bill we're gonna be talking as evening goes along about realignment 
our CBS News estimate is that Ronald Reagan will be re-elected president still a lot to be decided and a lot 


to be decided in those Midwestern and western states about the size of the wind and what Ronald Reagan's 
coattails are are are not going to be Republican Senator Charles Percy fighting for his political life out in 
Illinois against Paul Simon he latched on to Ronald Reagan's coattails but really the first time in his career 
latching on to Ronald Reagan's coattails be interesting to see whether that's enough to pull Percy through all 
those questions yet to be decided but when we talk about realignment you mentioned it one can argue the 
old alignment of the New Deal coalition has been shattered but is a new alignment going to be in place after 
this election even if Ronald Reagan wins it in monumental proportions | really would like to beg off of that 
until we see more returns from tonight from Bob Schieffer and Lesley Stahl in those races in Elm at points 
then it seems to me appropriate to say Andy Rooney could 
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me appropriate to say Andy Rooney could call this election right now with his little black board on the basis of 
what we know but it's very important for people to vote this is not just simply a banal statement if you believe 
that Ronald Reagan should have a house and a Senate that goes his way go and vote for the person in your 
district or your state who's likely to do that if you believe that Ronald Reagan should be checked and should 
be balanced and that the Democratic Party should be a strong opposition party then you'll go and vote the 
other way but to keep the point I'm trying to make is just because the electoral votes already add up to a 
victory for Ronald Reagan your vote may even be more important whether you're for Ronald Reagan or

task to accomplish Tax Simplification and further additional cuts in federal spending and of course the 
president's been been cutting federal spending for four years and it's not gonna be easy to keep that up 
either you're bigger let's up your tuxedo you know how they're talking on they say let's talk Turkey for a 
minute if President Reagan gets the overwhelming re-election victory that seems to be building is the 
Reverend Jerry Falwell and others who considered themselves architects of the national new right going to 
increase in influence with this administration and is their agenda going to be reintroduced by President 
Reagan as the agenda for the country or is a reelected President Reagan going to concentrate on such 
things as arms control which you mentioned well the president's already said that there's no higher priority as 
far as he's concerned than arms control and peace nor is there any higher priority than making sure that this 
economic recovery and expansion we've been enjoying for the last two years continues unabated 
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last two years continues unabated nevertheless the president ran in 1980 on restoring traditional values to 
this country he ran again on that this year and it those positions were not too unimportant to the final result | 
think it's important to keep in mind though that that the Reverend Falwell who's a very good supporter of the 
President and who support the president has welcomed doesn't he doesn't dictate policy or judicial choices 
to the president United States and | think much was made of that by the opposition and the president in the 
second debate | think put that to rest by pointing out that Reverend Falwell opposed the appointment of 
Sandra Day O'Connor who's been a superb Justice of the Supreme Court Jim Baker with the Reagan team 
in California some said this election boil down to cash that is to say that people like Ronald Reagan's values 
but mostly they like the fact that he at least created the perception of an economy bouncing back even more 
than perception you talk about to some sort of but attacks what did you call it tax reform tax implication taxes 
education is that going to cost me and every other American money no it's probably going to put money in 
your pocket you and every other American hopefully what the president would like to do is reduce tax rates 
further and he thinks that you can do that by simplifying the tax code which making it more fair and more 
simple so that you don't need a Philadelphia lawyer to fill out your tax return and maybe finding a way that a 
lot of a lot of income that escapes taxation now is is ultimately taxed so those of us who are paying our fair 
share don't pay any more than our fair share thank you very much Jim Baker and please give our very best

gather there's some early indications that the president's coattails may be pulling in some additional 
Republicans in the house well it is early terms of the specific races but according to our CBS News exit 
polling the people who are voting for Republicans for the house are about 10 percent more than they were 
two years ago during the recession in almost every demographic category except except blacks and we're 
seeing it most significantly in the blue-collar areas in blue-collar areas two years ago the voters went 61% to 
35 for the Democrats four House races this time it switched around 50% for the Republicans 43% for the 
Democrats another significant group that's switching from two years ago voting Democratic last time 
Republican this time for House members are senior citizens that's a little surprising because we thought that 
the senior citizens were going to stay with the Democrats in 82 56% voted for the Democrats today it's 43 for 
the Democrats 53 percent for the Republicans that's giving us a sense at this point dan that the house 
changes the gains for the Republicans may be significant but as you said before we don't have many specific 
returns the ones we have are no surprises the people in our poll are telling us that the main reason they're 
switching from Democrat to Republican is because of the economy not a big surprise there well this election 
was cast in among other ways as hope versus the recession that Walter Mondale concentrated on the 
recession Ronald Reagan concentrated on hope in the future and the presidential race hope is one we'll see 
as the House races go along well we don't have time to check on all those Senate races but we've got some

sweep of the states in their home states - at Minnesota Walter Mondale's home state New York Geraldine 
Ferraro's home state what may be the last two big lines of resistance to a 50-state Reagan sweep now 
another six states with 102 electoral votes have just seen most or all of their polls closed as he went past this 
hour mark it's just past nine o'clock in the east and another batch of six states have had polls closing now in 
the poll closing states of this hour six of them all six went to Ronald Reagan in Nebraska the Cornhusker 
state one of the most Republican states in the Union five electoral votes going to Ronald Reagan South 
Dakota the coyote state three electoral votes as expected Ronald Reagan mowing down Walter Mondale 
there in Louisiana the Pelican States 10 electoral votes also go Ronald Reagan read in Colorado the 
Centennial state with 8 electoral votes Ronald Reagan sweeps to victory there Arizona the Grand Canyon 
State what was considered hopeless for Mondale it turns out to be hopeless for him Arizona's 7 electoral 
votes go to Ronald Reagan New Mexico Land of Enchantment in chanting for Ronald Reagan in that he 
sweeps away Walter Mondale in New Mexico estate for Mondale once thought he had a chance maybe just 
maybe to carry it couldn't do so so again Ronald Reagan has carried all six of the states where 
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has carried all six of the states where the polls closed at the on the hour mark that just passed now if if 
Mondale and Ferraro are to prevent a 50-state regan sweet they've got to start showing it presumably fairly 
soon New York karara's home state Minnesota Walter Mondale's home state Massachusetts and Maryland 


haven't dropped Jett Mondale and Ferraro could hope to have some chance there and then they have to 
start looking West to Washington Oregon and California if they're going to prevent this 50-state Reagan 
sweep which the Republicans are pulling so hard for now let's take a look at the National Boat we've given 
you the electoral boat Ronald Reagan is already well over the top though on the electoral vote with 11 
percent of the precincts reporting nationwide votes in and tabulated Reagan leads Mondale sixty-one percent 
to 39 percent Reagan with just over six and a half million votes Mondale with just over four million votes but 
the electoral total is where it counts and with 270 electoral votes needed to win our CBS News estimate is 
that Ronald Reagan has already passed that total and by a considerable margin those of you who haven't 
voted we urge you to vote because the questions that remain open how big a Reagan win will it be does he 
sweep all 50 states Mondale has sports carried only the District of Columbia and does Ronald Reagan get 
control keep control actual control of the Senate to the Republicans and get a working majority a working 
majority in the House of Representatives now Bob Schieffer the one ray of good news for water Monday or 
the one place where the coattails did not extend is in Tennessee Albert Gore has picked up what was a 
Republican seat in Tennessee and that's right and Ronald Reagan was running very strong in Tennessee 
dan at one point last week | saw a poll that showed Ronald Reagan with more than a 30 point lead over 
Walter Mondale in Tennessee while at the same time Albert Gore who had just been elected to the Senate 
tonight had a 30 point lead over his Republican opponent | want to get back to you is just that that there's the 
gore winning by about 60 to 37 percent ash the Knoxville 
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60 to 37 percent ash the Knoxville lawyer never was given much chance against Gore Gore certainly we 
talked about as a future Democratic presidential or vice presidential possibility but the reason | interrupted 
we have some decisions now and other Senate races let's quickly look him over and then you and I'll discuss 
them in Minnesota Walter Mondale's home state where a woman was considered to have a fairly good 
chance of on City Republican incumbent no sir no ma'am isn't gonna happen Republican incumbent senator 
Rudy Boschwitz the plywood king he operates a big plywood company a first-term incumbent has won re- 
election in the state of Minnesota we don't know whether Walter Mondale has carry his home state in the pen 
the presidential election but Bosh Bush holds on to a Republican seat in Minnesota beating back the 
challenge of Joan Grove the Secretary of State in New Mexico the Senate race Republican senator Pete 
dementia dementia dementia who is chairman of the Budget Committee he'll have a lot to do with whether 
you have more money in your pocket or not mister Mrs America de Medici is reelected holds on to a 
Republican Senate seat in New Mexico beating three term state representative Judy Pratt moving on to 
Colorado Senator William bill Armstrong a very strong supporter of President Reagan's program beats 
Lieutenant Governor Nancy dick Nancy dick another of the women running for the Senate they were ten 
women running in Senate places Nancy dick never frankly was given much of a chance in this Senate race 
she loses to Bill Armstrong the Republicans hold onto the Senate seat in Colorado in South Dakota senator 
Larry Pressler as the Republican incumbent has beaten back the challenge of former George McGovern aide 
George Cunningham Larry Pressler the Republican wins in South Dakota in Louisiana this senator Bennett 
Johnston is re-elected to a third term he actually was re-elected back on September 29th in that he got more 
than 50 percent of the vote in the Louisiana primary now Bob we still don't see any signs of strong Reagan 
coattails in these Senate races as yet given the fact that Lieutenant Governor John Kerry won in 
Massachusetts 
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Governor John Kerry won in Massachusetts held on to the seat from the retiring Paul Tsongas the 
Democrats have a net gain of 1 in the Senate the spot that's right is so far in the Senate Dan it has been a 
night for the incumbents now we have those very close races that you've talked about in North Carolina and 
so on but so far not an incumbent has been defeated we might talk a little bit about that race down in 
Tennessee Tennessee where Albert Gore the son of a senator very popular congressman down there beat 
his Republican opponent Victor Ashe this is one of those races where the man that Republicans really 
wanted to run the very popular governor Lamar Alexander chose not to run from that moment on gore was 


the favorite in Tennessee we might also talk a little bit about Massachusetts Massachusetts where John 
Kerry the Lieutenant Governor picked up the open seat the seat that was left open by the retiring Democrat 
Paul Tsongas beating race chamois mr. chamois managed to get himself in trouble on a couple of different 
issues one of them involved the Liberty Lobby there was a charge that the Liberty Lobby which some people 
call an anti-semitic group had distributed literature in his in his plant we see in our exit poll that that that was 
certainly a factor for Kerry he got 73% of the Jewish vote in Massachusetts that was much more than then 
Ronald Reagan got and Ronald Reagan campaigned for a shammy the the opponent for the winner John 
Kerry but it wasn't enough his coattails weren't enough his campaign in Massachusetts wasn't enough we 
don't know the outcome of the presidential race in Massachusetts says yet I'm just told that in the state of 
Michigan the Wolverine state which has gone to President Reagan earlier in the presidential campaign in a 
Senate race there that got a lot of attention the Democrats have held on to their Senate seat in Michigan our 
CBS CBS News 
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seat in Michigan our CBS CBS News reports that Senator Carl Levin has been reelected he's the former 
Detroit city council member who was opposed the Republican nominee was the former Space Shuttle 
astronaut in Skylab astronaut Jack Lousma Bob Lousma was well financed but didn't run a strong campaign 
now in early going he also made a classic camp at one point in the campaign Levin revealed that allows m'a 
had been in Japan addressing a toyota convention and revealed that he was a toyota owner he later took 
that back and said that no in fact he wasn't a toyota owner that the car belonged to his son and that his son 
had the call from Texas to say how distraught he was and upset about hearing this come to life well they'd 
also been a a charge up there that Lousma was was a carpetbagger who had really lived for the last 20 
years in Texas so it was that kind of a campaign of Leben was thought to be ahead but the Democrats knew 
this was a type 1 well because of the size of the Reagan win apparently and allows mcgaven a scare today 
into the 11 campaign but the important thing for the moment is the Democrats hold on to their Senate seat in 
Michigan thus far the Democrats have a net gain of one in the United States Senate Gore winning that race 
in Tennessee still a lot of Senate races to be determined and speaking of races to be determined wcbs-tv 
here in new york our CBS owned-and-operated station in newsroom is reporting that polls in New York 
because of long lines of waiting voters may be kept open beyond the scheduled closing hour of nine o'clock 
now it's past 9:00 o'clock in New York but we mentioned this because if you hear reports that the they're still 
voting in New York it's because that people so many people were in line at poll closing time that there had 
been some discussion of keeping the polls open past that 9:00 p.m. deadline as we mentioned earlier in our 
interview with Jim Baker the president's aide in California religion played a very important role in this 
campaign and Diane Sawyer has been looking at how it has played out in tonight's results Diane that's right 
Dan a preacher from 
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Diane that's right Dan a preacher from the Religious Right put it this way he said that the mission in this 
campaign was to get people out of the pews and into the polls and the Religious Right did register and they 
did vote and indeed they voted for Ronald Reagan as before but this time in overwhelming numbers on 
another religious note Ronald Reagan is also carrying Catholics tonight by almost as big a margin as he's 
carrying the nation as a whole but a footnote to that as you know Ronald Reagan sided with Catholic 
Bishops on the question of abortion but according to our poll only one in ten Catholic voters thinks that 
abortion is a key issue this time around in this campaign all in all it has been a campaign year which religion 
played a very big and very vocal role with Ronald Reagan making a direct pitch both to the religious right and 
to the Catholics and Walter Mondale trying to fight back | have a deep religious faith our family does it is 
fundamental it's probably the reason that I'm in politics religion and politics are necessarily related we need 
religion as a guide president walks around calling himself a good Christian | don't for one minute believe it 
because the policies are so terribly unfair it is a great honor to ask our Lord's blessing upon a man that many 
of us believe indeed to be our greatest president since Lincoln let us pray and that of course was the 
Reverend Jerry Falwell during the Republican convention this summer and now the Reverend Jerry Falwell 


founder of the moral majority joins us from his headquarters in Lynchburg Virginia and good evening to you 
sir hello Diane you called for a day of fasting for a spiritual awakening in this election what do you think of the 
estimates so far tonight well obviously we're very pleased it's beyond our expectations | have expected a 50- 
state win but we were fearful of losing control of the Senate it now seems that that's impossible to happen 
with Jesse Gela Jesse Helms some 
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happen with Jesse Gela Jesse Helms some ten points ahead in North Carolina that was a major concern to 
us and and other areas our major thing has been registering voters and conservative religious Americans 
traditionally have been outside the process well we've been able to register millions of them and and thank 
God they went to the polls we will take credit for tonight pardon are you taking credit for tonight well oh no no 
| think anyone looks at the Oh what's happening on the boards there too will tell you that this is a massive 
grassroots victory what's happened is that political conservatives and religious conservatives for the first time 
we did a little levity but for the first time I've gotten massively together formed a massive majority and while 
we both give and take a little in order to work together we've learned how to do that and you know we've 
been able to out register Jesse Jackson two-to-one and obviously millions of those people voted for the first 
time today well let's take a look at that Alliance because one of your conservative cohorts has said that 
you're fooling yourselves if you think in a second time around Ronald Reagan is going to give anymore 
emphasis to the social issues than he gave you the first time around and we heard James Baker say here 
earlier tonight the Jerry Falwell is not going to dictate policy to this president are you gonna try to influence 
policy and what are you the top of your agenda the second time around we've never tried to dictate policy 
what about influence and we you know the president was elected because a lot of people believe in him I'm 
one of them here's the platform of the Republican Party which says that judicial appointments will be for 
persons and the federal judiciary at all levels who are committed to the sanctity of human life born and 
unborn that's Ronald Reagan's platform that's what he believes he has a book out on the subject but he 
appointed O'Connor well Sandra O'Connor is a very strong a wonderful addition to the court and | | believe 
looking at her | think you get an idea of what he'll be doing in the contrary what mr.

Baker knows me quite well I've never called him and asked for 
a favor in four years and he won't be hearing from here the next four years | | happen to believe in Ronald 
Reagan and | think great majority of the Americans here do hear you're confident that he will push to get you 
an amendment to ban abortion the next time around well not to get me one | think that's what he believes 
and he he is for volunteer prayer in public schools he's for strong national defense he is he's against abortion

Reagan states in red Walter Mondale with only the District of Columbia has three electoral votes Ronald 
Reagan has 349 all those states in gray or white are undecided those are places where the decision is not 
yet in the western states become in increasingly important that little flash in the right hand side of your 
screen is the District of Columbia it's so small we have to bring the map up so you can see it Mondale with 
the three electoral votes from the flashing District of Columbia the rest of the map red going red Ronald 
Reagan these states in the in the western portion of the country now become increasingly important in 
determining if someone says to you well-known treason to go to the polls because it doesn't matter it matters 
a lot if you're out in this section of the country where the polls are still open because it matters does Ronald 
Reagan get that 50 votes sweet what size mandate margin does he have does he get a working majority in 
the house for those of you where the polls are still open that decision is yours you can be decisive with that 
our CBS news coverage of whether Ronald Reagan hits a 50 vote 50 states we pernot continues after these 
messages some bonfire height hot Senate races are still burning in a number of sections of the country 
where the presidential race has already been decided in Kentucky where the Republicans have a chance for 
pickup no decision as yet North Carolina the most publicized Senate right no decision yet Illinois West 
Virginia those Senate races still to be decided but as an example of the size of Ronald Reagan's winning 
margin we don't know the dimensions of his coattails but the size of his own personal winning margin to get 
some idea of the dimensions let's look the results of some traditionally democratic states Illinois 24 electoral

let's pull back and try to see what it is we know or what it is we think we know at this hour what does this tell 
us when when in these traditionally strong democratic states Ronald Reagan not only wins but wins 
apparently by whopping margins well then it tells you that the old New Deal coalition doesn't exist anymore it 
tells you - | think excuse me that this is not just a one-time thing that's the third presidential election in a row 
in which Michigan has gone Republican and yet it used to be a democratic state | don't think we know 
enough to say realignment but | think we know enough to say maybe D alignment we don't know what the 
issues will be next time we don't know where these states will go next time but the days when they used to 
go fairly automatically to Democrats of those days are over so the New Deal has been shattered but what's 
going to be in its place if anything over the next four years we don't no the National vote at the moment this is 
with the votes actually in and counted the national vote story looks like this 16 percent of the precincts 
reporting nationally Reagan leaves Mondale in the order of 60 percent to 70 percent in the vote in the

Walter Mondale in blue 350 to electoral votes Ronald Reagan has at least at this hour CBS News estimates 
Ronald Reagan has 350 to Walter Mondale has picked up only the District of Columbia you see it blinking 
there at one point up in the right hand part of your screen Reagan 352 Mondale three with 270 electoral 
votes needed to win now the questions however the questions that may very well be decided by the votes 
who out here in the western portion of the country and states of the Dakotas Idaho Utah California Hawaii 
Alaska Washington Oregon what may be decided out there is how big a mandate Ronald Reagan gets and 
whether indeed he gets a 50 state sweep 26 votes in the House of Representatives that's the magic number 
Ronald Reagan would love to change the makeup of the house by 26 more Republican members or not he 
gets that he figures he'd have a working majority in the house that may be decided by the votes that are still 
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be decided by the votes that are still out on the western states very important votes every vote out there 
counts and matters a lot in the presidential race in addition to all the others because it may very well decide 
what kind of mandate mandate in the size of the mandate hit Ronald Reagan gets now three more states 
have just dropped in to the Reagan column let's look them over in Vermont the Green Mountain State which 
traditionally goes Republican it has gone Republican Ronald Reagan wins Vermont Wisconsin the Badger 
State with 11 electoral votes in some of the best dairy cattle anywhere in the planet Ronald Reagan wins it 
away none of the dairy cattle voted for him but apparently a lot of other people did a Reagan sweep in 
Wisconsin and in New York read it and weep if you are Democrat 36 electoral votes a state where Governor 
Mario Cuomo was trying to do it for Walter Mondale Mayor Ed Koch in New York was trying to do it for him 
Geraldine Ferraro Congress long from New York was put on the ticket with hopes of holding New York for 
the Democrats Ronald Reagan blows it all apart and carries the state of New York now this is the way the 
national vote looks at this hour they a number of the votes are in and tabulated the thousands are beginning 
to mount up now 19% of the precincts reporting Nathan nationwide Ronald Reagan leads Walter Mondale in 
these actually counted ballots 60% to 40% Reagan with just over 10 and a half million votes among those 
counted thus far Mondale was just over 7 million votes now what we may be seeing here let's put the context 
to this is Ronald Reagan becoming a kind of Babe Ruth of politics the old Democratic coalition is going going 
gone gone out of here Ronald Reagan the miscarriage through the solid south through the Midwest the old 
Rust Belt where the unions used to be strong Ronald Reagan carrying state after state in there now we may 
be seeing a avalanche of historic proportions the question can Ronald Reagan carry 50 states still very much 
up for grabs so far Ronald Reagan has only carried the District of Columbia 





only carried the District of Columbia Ronald Reagan started the night with a Republican majority of 55 to 45 
in the house of Brin in the Senate the Democrats have picked up one in Tennessee Albert Gore and now the 
question becomes does the Senate stay Republican looks like it probably will and does Ronald Reagan get a 
working majority in the house let's and just in from North Carolina in the Tar Heel State in the most 
expensive the roughest meanest most publicized Senate race in anybody's memory senator Jesse Helms 
the two-term incumbent and champion of the new national right on the basis of our CBS News estimates 
that's interviews of the voters who left the polls and returns from sample precincts Jesse Helms has beaten 
Jim hunt the Democratic governor served two terms as governor and this was a race which everybody said 
pitted much more than just steaks in North Carolina because the effort was on this Senate race mind you 
cost in excess of 21 million dollars senator Helms with a lot of money from out of state and Jim Hunt and the 
Democratic challenger a lot of money from out of state both spent tremendously in North Carolina Helms 
wins it in North Carolina and the Ragan coattails unquestionably helped senator Helms win re-election in 
North Carolina now standing by to talk about all of this with us is Paul Laxalt who was not up for reelection 
this time senator black salt the senator from Nevada who was President Reagan's longtime confidant is 
campaign manager senator Laxalt congratulations to you a tremendous win of possibly historic proportions 
that my question is what is this going to mean to me and every other American in terms of our pocketbook 


well | hope that it means that your pocketbook condition dan as long as with millions of other Americans 
going to continue to improve | talked to the president shortly after | left the plane on Sunday and asked him 
where we're 
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on Sunday and asked him where we're going in the next four years | had a suspicion where we're going he's 
going to continue to launch a huge assault on our economic policy and hope that the lot of all Americans will 
continue to approve senator Lex all up earlier Jim Baker talked about some kind of Tax Simplification now is 
that a euphemism for tax increase not as far as the president is concerned he indicated no uncertain terms 
on the campaign trail these last several days which is a reaffirmation what he's been saying all along no tax 
increases well does that mean then he's going to reduce the proportion of the defense spending because 
surely you with the national deficit being what it is you can't have a increasing defense spending and 
additional tax cuts well you can because the president's policy has been that we can grow out of this deficit 
situation and that we simply provide the people with more finances and resources that they can do the job | 
think that's going to be what we're going to see here because this president feels strongly that the policies is 
pursued has worked and | don't think anyone can seriously question that how about the social agenda 
senator like salt the prayer in schools a constitutional amendment skoo and amendment banning abortions is 
the president determined to push that social agenda in his second term I think he's going to continue to be 
determined to push that social agenda and attempt this time to be more successful he was in the first four 
years to get it through the Congress have you talked to him about that will he interpret this as a mandate to 
push for that agenda | think so when you consider the various states that felt strongly about the social 
agenda and they are principally in the south of course | just think it's a clear message to Ronald Reagan and 
the people the country the social agenda is important extremely important to millions of Americans selects all 
we've been saying all evening that the president needs to get a net change of at least twenty six additional 
Republican seats in the House of Representatives to get a working 





Representatives to get a working majority there would you agree with that assessment well | think 26 would 
certainly help because that recaptures the loss that we had last time out a lot will depend down on the nature 
of the Democrats are elected and we have a number of Democrats principally in the south with conservative 
leanings and if we elect more of those in the south it would require less but 26 would help us greatly no 
doubt and from what you have seen is there any chance at all that the Democrats could seize control of the 
Senate they they have a net pickup of one thus far Gore in Tennessee no there's no likelihood that | can see 
at all apparently the Republican incumbents are holding with the exception of the Baker's seat that you 
mentioned in Tennessee as a matter of fact there's a chance of a pickup of one or two so | think the 
Republican situation in the Senate seemed secure thank you very much Senator Paul lacks all of Nevada 
where the Senate relaxed all was talking about the possibility of a Republican Senate to pick up on Nebraska

too liberal and he was next in line Helms is next in line on Senate Foreign Relations become chairman of the 
committee he promised during the heat of this campaign that he would stay on agriculture where he's 
chairman also because he the people in North Carolina considered it very important for their state being a 
big tobacco State but now he'll be faced with the choice if Percy is defeated and we don't know yet that race 
is still too close to call of whether he keeps that campaign promise a lot of people in the right wing of the 
Republican Party will urge him to change his mind that they mixed signals in the Senate races those thus far 
about whether President Reagan's coattails are carrying very much the our coming up soon over in let's say 
the next 45 minutes to an hour the big story is going to be whether Republicans pick up 26 or more seats in 
the House of Representatives while we do some checking on that let's note that every election writes its own 
scenario in a way and this one sounds familiar but Charles Kuralt offers a different view Charles then | guess 
we could summarize the election this way a very popular president was running for his 
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popular president was running for his second term his opponents were truly alarmed by him but they couldn't 
find anything to say about him that was bad enough to stick the people just liked him that's all I'm not talking 
about President Reagan I'm talking about President Jefferson it is 18 for Thomas Jefferson is standing for re- 
election since he took office in 1800 fortune has favored the United States with practically its first piece as a 
nation and practically its first prosperity thanks to an accident of history and then to Jefferson swift action the 
stupendous Louisiana territory is now ours to explore who knows what wild Wonders may now belong to us 
furthermore the opposition Federalists have fielded a weak candidate and when they say Jefferson is a 
radical a fanatic a friend of French revolutionary terror the voters shrunk a Federalist Minister praise for the 
deist president that the Lord bestow upon him the double portion of thy grace for thou knowest he deeds it 
but the nation's flock is not frightened by this president people like him and in the end the vote is a wipeout 
for the Federalist candidate Charles C Pinckney fourteen electoral votes for Thomas Jefferson democratic- 
republican 162 it's probably a good idea to keep things in historical perspective dan nobody in 1984 thinks 
the Democrats are dead that they're just going to roll over and die and never be heard from again but back 
there an 18-4 it really did look as if the Federalists had had it and the idea please Jefferson of course he 
never liked the idea of parties in the first place hated the squabbling and the struggle for power so he was 
delighted by his landslide he thought it was a sign of national unity well he wasn't while have you spotted

Rockefeller got a scare because President Reagan came in and campaigned for John racy and some 
thought that may be racy could pull it off but Rockefeller wins and that's a hold on for the Democrats in West 
Virginia Jennings Randolph retiring in that state jay rockefeller and there's a man who would like to think that 
one day he could be a presidential or at least a vice presidential nominee rockefeller wins in West Virginia

assemblyman here is another man who ran on Ronald Reagan's tax program Dean Gallo and attacked 


minish for being too liberal that district was redistricting and it went against minish who has been in Congress 
for 11 term so there are three veteran Democratic incumbents who have been defeated but then | have the 
case here in Delaware where an incumbent Democrat is held on from the class of 1982 Tom Carper has 
beaten Allie's DuPont the Republican the wife of the governor there will be talking about women as the night 
goes on she was defeated so we have sort of a mixed result and it's it's a little too early to tell if Ronald 
Reagan is going to get that mandate ban we don't know yet in the house of Leslie we let's review that the 
Democrats came in tonight in the House of Representatives with an overwhelming majority 267 to 166 we 
make that read I think on our on the graphic you've been showing us maybe 268 to 167 because that's the 
way the house was before two members died but nonetheless the Democrats had a have an overwhelming

53 seats the Democrats 47 a couple other little love things that come under the adding and subtracting 
category as of now Leslie was talking a while ago about the working majority that they were trying to get in 
the house as of now the Senate is going to be a little more liberal no matter what happens the rest of the 
night we did some addition on some of the the important issues on MMX as of now there are two fewer votes 
in the Senate for M X than there were at the start of the evening now that's based on public positions that 
people who have been elected to the Senate tonight and people are already in the Senate to take and there 
are two less votes for M X there now on the balanced budget amendment that's one of Ronald Reagan's pet
